Too much indulgence on 
the part of the adult over-loads 
the mechanism of the system and 
unless elimination has special at- 
tention, a condition of conges- 
tion and obstruction is bound to 
follow.

LOVELY BROWS 
IS FIRST RULE 
OF EYE MAKE-IIP

TUDY carefully the makc-up 
of your eyes, for they are the 
most important of all facial fea- 
tures. No other feature requires 


so much skill in’ the application

Perhaps your brows 
are too heavy or too scant; per- 
haps the shape isn’t as nice as it 
should be; perhaps they grow 
too far up on your forehead and 
sive en unbalanced, staring ex- 
pression to your eyes. Perhaps 
your eyebrows are too short at 
their outer ends.

First try narrowing 
them slightly by pulling away all 
of the hairs that are straggling 
along out of line. If they are 
still too wide, decide whether you 
will look nicest with the extra 
hairs removed from the upper or 
the lower part of the brows. Tf 
your imagination isn’t working 
well, try covering the lower part 
of the brows with a thin line of 
grease paint. This will appear to 


raise your eyebrows | slightly. 
Does your face look nicer this 
way? Then pull away the hairs 


from the lower edge of the brow 
until it is sufficiently shaped and 
narrowed. 


For brows that are too thin 
and light colored, an eyebrow 
pencil will do the trick. Get a 
hard pencil that will not smudge 
and trace lightly over your brows 
several times until they are 
darkened sufficiently. If they 
are too short, extend them by 
continuing the line with your 
eyebrow poncil. 

Do you feel that the shape of 
your brows needs’ changing? 
Then trace in the line that you 
feel is most becoming — trace 
carefully because you are going 
to tweeze out the hairs that fall 
outside of that pattern. Avoid 
pulling out too many hairs, or 
the wrong ones. Remember that 
thin, pencil lines are no longer 
fashionable and that scanty 
brows detract from your facial 
expression. 

And here is a rule to keep in 
mind while you are cnanging the 
shape of your brows —if your 
face is long and thin your facial 
contours will appear more bal- 
anced and attractive if your eye- 
brows are neatly arched and exz- 
tended dcwn to a point in line 
with the outer corners of your 
eyes; if your face is broad or 
round your eyebrows may be a 
straighter, shorter line .and do 
not need to come so far down 
at the corners. 

If—away back in the pencilled 
eyebrow era—you have had the 
extra hairs removed by elec- 
trolysis, you can fill them in. 
How? By those artificial eyve- 
lashes that we have jokingly re- 
ferred to several times. The in- 
dividyal hairs are pasted on with 
a special adhesive liquid that is 
not efiected by water or creams 
so they me 1; stay on for a week 
or two i? you are careful. 

Wher your brows are properly 
shaped youi can darxen your 
lashes with black, brown or dark 
blue mascara and use the eye 
shadows as they are apt to 
make the eyes look as thcugh 
you have been crying. And here’s 
a trick in darkening your lashes 
—hold your finger under the 
lashes so the hairs rect on iu, 
then brush on the color. Thts 
insures your getting the cvior 
evenly distributed and -withcut 
smudges.

FOOD uae 
NOW ESSENTIAL

HE vegetable and fresh fruit 

stands offer first aid to 
thrifty homemakers who have 
had their budgets strained or 
unbalanced by the rising food 
prices. Prices of seasonable 
fruits and vegetables are now at 
the mid-season low, the supply 
is plentiful and Pa Gu liy is 
excellent and varied’ Fine, full 
kernelled corn, new lima beans, 
new peas and the lJittle green 
kohlrabi are back again and sug- 
gest all sorts of attractive, quick- 
ly prepared menus at a moderate 
cost. ‘ 
The inexpensive menus given 
above can be prepared in about 
forty-five minutes or a little 
longer for the beginning cook. 
The dessert in each case is pre- 
pared first as it takes a bit 
longer to prepare and cook than 
the other items. Incidentally the 
veal patties in the first menu will 
mterest you since they can be 
prepared in a few minutes, are 
inexpensive and a vayiation from 
the usual Hamburger steak. 
Ground veal, well seasoned, or 
a mixture of pork and veal are 


good for these thin patties. You 
can cook them under the broiler 
while the potatoes and tomatoes 
are cooking. 


Grilled Potatoes 


For the potatoes, pecl four 
medium sized ones, slice very 
thin and let stand in cold water 
for a few minutes. Drain on a 
clean cloth then arrange the 
slices overlapping in the baking 
pan. Sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per and dot liberally with butter, 
then sprinkle lightly with but- 
tered bread crumbs. Bake in a 
hot oven until tender, then 
brown under a medium broiler 
flame. The tomatoes, sliced but- 
tered wnd sprinkled with salt 
and grated cheese are put to 
broil at the same time. 


Vegetable Chowder 


The vegetable chowder in the 
second menu makes a good main 
ceurse for a simple meal. Chop 
the following vegetables — two 
medium onions, one large stalk 
celery, one sprig parsley, two 
carrots, two potatoes and two 
tomatoes then scrape enough 
fresh corn from the cob to make 
one cup. Fry three slices of salt 
park diced, add one-half cup 
butter or hacon fat and cook 
the vegetables in this for five 
minutes. Add two quarts of meat 
stock an dcook slowly until the 
potatoes are tender. Season to 
‘taste and serve toasted crackers 
or breadsticks.

The American Navy Is 
Reborn ... A General 
With Two Countries 


HE United States Navy has 
two staunch supporters. First, 
there is the sea-going President 


Roosevelt. and second, Claude 
Augustus Swanson, the genial 
Virginian, who for more than 


four months has been Becretary 
of ‘the Navy. 


Today the United States 
stands @ poor third ir maintain- 
ing her Navy at the authorized 
treaty strength. Great Britain 
takes first place and Japan. 
second place. Late last month, 
Secretary Swanson announced 
Cfficially that the Government 
had réVised its policy with re- 
gard to the Navy. He announced 
that the Administration's policy 
was “to create, maintain, and 
cperate a navy second to none, 
and in conformity with treaty 
provisions.” 

Who is this man who is win- 
ning the admiration of naval 
men. Well His aficestors settled 
and established the town of 
Swansonville, Va.. for one thing. 
He has spent forty years of his 
ceyv ai igs “Sy years in public of- 
fice, he taught school, a 
rine boy instructing men 
twice his agé in the three R’s. 
When he conipleted his educa- 
tion, he openéd a law Office in 


Chatham. Va., and sta:ted to 
cabble in politics. 
Young Swanson svon set sail 


on his career. Far a dozen years 
he was a Congressman before he 
heeame Virginia’s Gevernor, In 
1910 when his term as Governor 
ended he was named to fill an 
unexpired term in the Senate in 
which he served until appointed 
Secretary of the Navy by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

As a Senator, Mr. Swanson 
was interested in naval and for- 
eign affairs and his love for this 
particular branch of the service 
erew when he served as a mem- 
ber and for a time as chairman 
of ihe Naval Affairs Committee. 


It was while he was cnairman of . 


the committee in the last years 
of the World War that Mr. 
Swanson became mtimately as- 
scuciated with Mr. Roosevelt, then 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy. 
The two worked in close har- 
mony and both shared the dream 
of an ‘American empire of float- 
fortresses second to norte.” 


Secretory Swanson, tn a recent 


‘ceech, .cok up for discussion 
some of the arguments which 
are made against the mainie- 


nance of a Navy such as he and 
President Roosevelt expect to 
sec Congress authorize to bring 
the American sea forces up to 
treaty strength. 

“IT know," said Secretary Swan- 
son, “a lot of very Sincere peo- 
ple regard war-ships as not only 
a superfiuous luxury, but ac- 
tualiy consider them as an in- 
centive to war. An ideal world 
could possibly get alung without 
a navy, but in the present state 
et what we call civilization this 
is quite impossible. We do know 
that wars have come with sur- 
prizing unexpectedness.”

yery strange, one of the 
areatest colonial generals in the 
development of French North 
Africa is Jacques Aldebert de 
Chamhiyn, a man of two. coun- 
tries. General de Chamsrun was 
born in Washington, L. C., the 
fourth in direct descent from 
Lafayette among present day 
descendants. tracing .«: lineage 
through Virginia, -cungest 
daughter of Lafayette, whose 
name was chosen to commemo- 
rate her father’s most smous 
campaign. Thus it was that Vir- 
ginia, Marylend and other .»mates 
gtantea American citizenshi» to 
Lafayctte and his descendants. 

His .ather represented Frarce 
in the Jnited States when Jac- 
ques* was born and years later 
he was to serve France in Wash- 
ington, just as his father hac be- 
fore hm. Young Jacques dé 
Chambrun was graduated by the 
Ecole ce Gucrte in 1908 and 
from the Centre aes Hautes 
Etudes Militaires in 1922. He 
was the only corps general to 
lise from the ranks. He was 
commander of the Legion of 
Honor and received eleven cita- 
tions and six military grades for 
exceptional services in the field. 

During the World War, Gen- 
eral de Chambrun acted as lia- 
son officer between the French 
and American high commands. 
When hostilities ceased he was 
requested by the American Goy- 
ernment to aid in the creation 
of the War College at Washine- 
ton where he gave a highly suc- 
cessful course of lectures in 1920. 
Since then he has served with 
Gustinction in various branches 
of the French Armty.. His: wife is 
the former Clara Longworth, of 
Cincinnati. Ohio,
